Chicago Trouble 
Dominates 1st 
Day Of Hearing 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
- T h e 
assassination of Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy , which triggered crea­ 
tion of the President’s commis­ 
sion on v iolence, has faded al­ 
most entirely ou t of the focu s of 
the p anel’s p robe 
TTie blu e-ribbon commission, 
which went into its second day 
of formal hearings today in its 
broad su rv ey of American v io­ 
lence, heard v irtu ally no men­ 
tion of the senator’s slay ing in 
Wednesday ’s op ening session. 
Controv ersy ov er the bloody 
clashes between Chicago p olice 
and antiwar dem onstrators at 
the Democratic National Con­ 
v ention dominated the first day . 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoov er 
p raised 
Chicago p olice 
while 
Atty . Gen. Ramsey Clark criti­ 
cized u ndu e police v iolence. 
Both 
Clark 
and 
Hoov er 
strongly endorsed the driv e for 
stiffer gu n controls at the v ery 
hou r the Senate was rejecting a 
p rop osal for registration of all 
firearm s. 
Lloy d Cu tler, ex ecu tiv e direc­ 
tor of the 
commission, 
said 
there was p ractically no m en­ 
tion of assassinations at the ini­ 
tial session. 
President Johnson created the 
National 
Commission 
on 
the 
Cau ses and Prev ention of Vio­ 
lence 
as Kennedy 
lay 
dy ing 
Ju ne 5. He ask ed for a wide- 
ranging stu dy of v iolence in­ 
clu ding efforts to seek insight 
into assassinations. 
Cu tler said no witnesses con­ 
nected with the inv estigation of 
the shootings of Kennedy or civ ­ 
il rights leader Dr. Martin Lu ­ 
ther King Jr. are lik ely to be 
called to the p anel's Oct. 2-3 
hearings on the sp ecific su bject 
of assassinations. Instead, he 
said the p anel wou ld hear gen­ 
eral testimony from p sy chia­ 
trists and secu rity p ersonnel.

Ev idence gathered m the in­ 
v estigation of two inmate u p ­ 
risings at the Ohio Penitentiary 
will be p resented to the Frank ­ 
lin Cou nty Grand Ju ry in abou t 
two week s, Prosecu tor C. How­ 
ard Johnson said Wednesday . 
“ We hop e to start p resenting 
the ev idence . . . the week of 
Sep t. 30,” Johnson said after re ­ 
ceiv ing bu lk y written rep orts on 
the Ohio Highway Patrol’s p robe 
of the distu rbances Ju ne 24 and 
Au g. 20-21. 
Johnson said the data cov ers 
both the p atrol efforts and re­ 
p orts of the state fire m arshal’s 
arson bu reau . 
Fires in the p rison du ring the 
Ju ne 24 distu rbance cau sed an 
estim ated $7 50,000 dam age. Fiv e 
p risoners 
were k illed and a 
dozen were inju red in the second 
u p rising, when p risoners held 
nine gu ards hostages. 
Johnson declined to say how 
m any inm ates were nam ed in 
the p atrol inv estigation. “ There 
are a good many p risoners in­ 
v olv ed,” he said. “ I cou ldn’t 
mention nam es or nu m bers.”

attorney 
Robert H. Milbau gh was rep ort­ 
ed to hav e ask ed the Dep art­ 
m ent of Ju stice to inv estigate 
conditions at the p rison.

A NASA ex p erim ental sp ace­ 
craft, Ap p lications Technology 
Satellite 3. now in p osition ov er 
Brazil, will be u sed for the 
Oly mp ic telecasts instead, said 
officials of Comsat Corp ., m an­ 
ager for Intelsat.

PARIS (AP) — American dip ­ 
lomats at the Paris p eace talk s 
are try ing to determ ine if Ha­ 
noi’s leaders really believ e their 
own boasts of ru naway military 
v ictories in Sou th Vietnam. 
The Americans fear the Com­ 
mu nists may be mak ing p oliti­ 
cal ju dgem ents on the basis of 
p hantom battlefield conq u ests. 
This cou ld dam age p eace p ros­ 
p ects by giv ing the Reds a false 
sense of p ower, the American 
delegation feels. 
U.S. A m b a s s a d o r Cy ru s 
Vance signaled these fears to 
Xu an Thu y of North Vietnam 
when they m et Wednesday in 
the 22nd session of the p eace 
talk s. 
“ I am genu inely concerned 
that y ou r gov ernment may be 
u nder the illu sion that inflated 
boasts hav e some basis in fact,” 
said Vance. “ That k ind of illu ­ 
sion 
cou ld 
p rodu ce 
m istak en 
and dangerou s calcu lations.. . 
(and) wou ld be a tragic m is­ 
tak e.” 
American officials are ex am ­ 
ining two other p ossible ex p la­ 
nations for what Vance called 
Hanoi’s 
“ wild 
and 
distorted 
claim s:” a need to p ep u p the 
morale of Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese troop s; and a cam ­ 
p aign to mislead world op inion 
abou t the cou rse of the w ar to 
rally su p p ort for an Am erican 
retreat.

Members defeated an effort to 
table or k ill Stu ck ey ’s p rop osal 
bu t were u nable to reach a v ote 
on the p rop osal itself. 
Stu ck ey , 
who v oted for the 
measu re last week , said he had 
become distu rbed by the fact it 
leav es allocating of time u p to 
the network s. 
Stu ck ey also said some p rov i­ 
sion shou ld be made for three-

day with two m ajor differences 
from the v ersion ap p rov ed in 
the Hou se Ju ly 21. 
Bu t the conference com mittee 
is not ex p ected to hav e difficu l­ 
ty 
reaching 
a 
comp romise 
which then mu st be ap p rov ed 
again by the sep arate cham bers 
before going on to the White 
Hou se. 
With some m em bers of Con­ 
gress anx iou s to get home to 
camp aign for 
re-election 
and 
the Senate facing p rolonged de­ 
bate on a new chief ju stice the 
ou tlook for swift final action is 
u ncertain. 
The Senate and Hou se v er­ 
sions differ mainly in p enalties 
p rop osed for crim inals com m it­ 
ting federal crim es while arm ed 
with a gu n and for sales of am ­ 
mu nition. 
Neither v ersion contains the 
m ajor

sou ght 
by

The Senate bill bans not only 
the mail order sales of rifles 
and shotguns, but also am m uni­ 
tion for all weapons. 
The House version excludes 
mail order sales of ammunition 
for rifles and shotguns, plus 
rim fire .22 caliber shells. 
The Senate bill would make a 
sentence of life imprisonment 
possible for anyone committing 
a federal crime of violence- 
such as rape, m urder, arson, 
theft or kidnaping—while arm ed 
W'ith a gun. 
The House m easure provides 
mandatory sentences for people 
convicted of using a gun in a 
federal felony, but the sentences 
fall short of life. 
There was strong support in 
the House, however, for writing 
in the life-sentence provision. 
The Senate bill also would bar 
over-the-counter sales of fire­ 
arm s to nonresidents of a state 
unless the states are adjoining 
and the laws of both perm it 
such sales. 
A buyer would have to submit 
an affidavit of elegibility and 
the seller would have to delay 
delivery seven days to give po­ 
lice a chance to object. 
The House version would per 
mit also over-the-counter sales 
to those who sign an affidavit 
that their firearm was lost, sto 
len or had become inoperative 
Prohibitions on sales of hand­ 
guns became law earlier this 
year in the omnibus crim e con­ 
trol bill. 
Both the House and Senate 
bills would require federal li­ 
censing of dealers.

However, the sponsor of the 
Colorado law, Rep. Richard D. 
Lam rn, insists there is no dan­ 
ger that Colorado will become 
“an obstetrical Las Vegas.” 
“A giant misconception as to 
the Colorado law is that women 
don’t realize how restrictive it 
is,” he said, “It is desperately 
difficult for an out of state wom­ 
an to get an abortion here.”
